How a backwoods doctor over a 
hundred years ago made discoveries 
which are accepted today as funda- 
mental in the study of the human 
stomach, is an interesting page in 
the history of medical science.

William beaumont, self-taught from 
books available in small Villages, 
proved thst the true scientific spirit 
is as likcly to flourish in thé wilder- 
ness as in the university. When the 
war Of 1812 broke out he joined tae

nac at the head of Lake Michigan. 


It was there that an extraordinary 
accident started him on his scientific 
career. Alexis St. Martin, a Cana- 
dian coureur du bois, came to the 
post with a frightful gunshot wound 
in his abdomen. The wounded man 
recovered under the doctor’s care, 
but there remained an opening in his 
left side which resembled a wndow, 
and through which fod could he ob- 
served in its course through his 
stomach. Dr. Beauniont at once seiz- 
ed this opportunity to study food | 
after it had been chewed anc swal- 
lowed. 

He hired St. Martin to submit to 
observation, and ‘took the poor fel- 
low with him from one army post) 
to another, forever peering into the 
“window”, and making the most in- 
genious experiments with every kind 
of food available. Dr. Beaumont pos- | 
sessed ‘that tremendous desire to 
know about things, out of whica true 
greatness in science springs. Year 
after year he observed this unusual 
case, and at the end of ten years, he 
wrote a book entitled: “Experiments 
and Observations on the Gastric

Toning down 
dechristianizes the gospel. I want 
to face the demands of Jesus square. 
ly. ; 

I think we are far too apoligetic 
about our religion and the claims it 
makes upon men. We hesitate to 

ask thirty five cents ‘for a church 
entertainment, inspiring in character 
while the world does not blush .to 
ask a dollar to attend the dance, 
devoid of inspiration. We shall reap 
baneful results from our apologetic 
attitude. No young man or woman 
will enlist for christian service in the 
church, from a church apologetic in 
its attitude. 

I want to preach a rugged gospel. 

Religion niinisters to man’s deep- 
ect needs. Every command of God 
kept or fulfilled means richer life, 
80 why think of offering apologies. 
Glorious possibilities lie within His 
words. . “Except your righteousness 
exceed.” We have not always paid 
attention to this ‘plus’ attitude de- 
manded of us in our religion, It must 
captivate our hearts and take us 
into strange lands. We sometimes 
try to build religion by our conven- 
tions yet Jesus speaks of it as new 
wine in old wineskins. We are sav- 
ing old winskins. It is the wine 
that is precious. The wine _ which 
flows from Calvary must find new 
forms to hold it.

In reality 
every generation must be exceedery 
or there can be no progress. My 
children and yours, must learn what 
we have learned and do it in less

We must face the situation that 
Chriy.ianity must exceed other relig- 
ions or it cannot justify its claim to 
be a world religion. What is our 
reason for going to China and Japan 
and endeavoring to Evangelize them. 
I'think the very success of Christian 
missions argues the point that it has 
excelled others. Our problem is not 
the problem of failure, but the pro- 
blem of paccess. Had our first 
missionaries failed no others would 
be needed. The same applies to our 
Doctors, Nurses, Teachers. So suc- 
cessful have been their labors that 
requests came for more such workers 

Jesus viewed Christianity as a 
new movement and ‘said “Your right- 
eousness must exceed the righteous- 
ness of the Pharises and Scribes 
which was a legal righteousness.” 
Yours must be a love righteousness. 
It shall exceed. Our righteousness 
must exceed that of the Hindu as 

‘ cetic, for he strives for personal de- 
liverance and we must strive for the 
kingdom of God on Earth. Our 
righteousness must exceed that of 
the Buddhist for at the heart of his 
righteousness is a bitfer  disillsiqn- 
ment and ut the heart of ours must 
be an Easter morning. Our rigit- 
eousness must exceed that of the 


' Moslem for his righteousness is a 


; alate righteousnesp and ours must 


be that of a free man; our righteous- 
‘ness must exceed that of confucian- 
ist for he strives to be a superior 
man and we must strive to be the 
servant of all; our righteousness 
must exceed that of the delicately 
calculating moralist for ours is a 
righteousness that does not calcul- 
ate—it is that of the secénd mile 
and the other cheek: Our righteous- 
ness must exceed that of half 
Christian’ who is’ content with the 
mind of Moses instead of going on to 
the mind of the Master, . 

The gospel is not the echo of 
Sinai but theories of Calvary. It is 
not the priest of things as they are, 
but the prophet of things as they 
ought to be. To be in the line of 
prophetic saccession is more import. 
ant than that of apostolic succession. 

You can easily see the challenge 
which comes in Jesus words and the 
necessity of that challenge. To meet 
God's demands and human needs it 
must be all exceeding righteousness. 
We cannot be standpaters or equal- 
lers, but exceeders. In very clear 
terms Jesus indicated where we are 
to exceed. We are to exceed in char- 
acter and in achievement, 

In the Beatitudes we have a state- 
ment of the inner qualities of the 
subjects of His kingdom. What 
they are in’ themselves. They are 
happy because they are partakers of 
the joy that is divine. 

Then in the matter of conduct they 
were to exceed. Hear him speak of 
murder, uncleanness, communication 
retaliatidn and love. This new con- 
dust is based in “treverence for per- 
sonality.” Were we to accept that 
principle we would be exceeders, We 
would’ soon outstiip those about us. 
The statement about “human values 
is upon many lips but few see its 
far reaching implications. Let us 
see how Jesus worked the thought 
out. 

It hath been said of old Thou 
shalt not kill but I say unto you, 
“Have respect for the man alive, 
Help him to live. Do not speak of 
him in contempt, never by look, word 
or action try to beat man down in 
his‘.own esteem. Never hold your 
brother in comtempt or be angry.” 
Even should you think he wronged 
you remember that he that wrongs 
his friend wrongs himself more. We 
as the white man, may be in the hell 
of seeing some of the people we 
have held in derision excell us and 
our children in intellectual and cult- 
ural attainment, 

Jesus was just as arresting in his 
statement in the matter of unclean- 
ness, Adultery was forbidden no 
society could Burvive the pernicius 
practice of adultery. Paternal re- 
sponsibilities dould not be determin- 
ed. Jesus demanded that we exceed 
by reverence for woman and brand- 
ed evil thinking and lustful looks. 
Be careful that there is no sag at 
the place of sex.thougnt; said Jesus, 
for it you let down here, then the 
whole lite will sagwith it. The 
batile of life as a wnole cannot rise 
higher than the sexual battie lose 
here and you lose all down the 
battle line of life. Jesus insisted on 
drastic treatments. 

Then in the matter oi oath taking. 
Jesus came into a world of complic- 
ated swearing. An oath by the 
Temple was not binding while to 
swear by the gold of the. 'I'emple was. 
To swear by tue altar was not bind- 
ing, but to swear by giit on the 
altar was binding. Jesus wanted to 


know why all this was necessary. 


Let man’s yea or nay be _ sufficient. 
It men are inwardly truthful that iv 
all you can have and no form or 
oath can add to that, 

In the matter of retaliation there 
are three laws. The jungle practices 
unlimited ‘revenge... The law of Kor- 
ma gave -us limited revenge and 
Christianity unlimited goodwill. iy. 
what a life, 
and live upon the vantage ground of 
our privileges, . 

If we love our friends and those 
who salute us, wherein do we differ 
from others. What have we got to 
recommend us to a needy world. Ab. 
solutely nothing. We want to move 
in our own social stratum and enter- 
tain those who can return the compli- 
ment. Some one must reach out a 
hand, yea, kneel and grasp those who 
sink in despair. Let us exceed others 
in helpful service. I know I can 
only touch the fringe of this suvject 
but it is timely and we must exceed 
in charitable judgment, in puriiy, 
communication, retaliation, and love. 
May we be driven out to be exceed- 
ers in service & sacrifice remember- 
ing it is only by so doing we ca: 
ever enter the new day, Jesus wks 
an exceeder.

The School Of Eiteiee 


People learn their most important and valuable lessons in the school of } ; 


experience. It is a school that opens at birth and closes with death, and 
there are no vacation periods. We are passing thfough some experience 
at all times, and we are imbibing knowledge, learning something as a result. 
It may be that, -like lessons learned in school and from books, we may for- 


get somie of the lessons of experience; for a time at any rate; even more |’ 


frequently we may ignore and neglect the lessons which experience | has 
taught us; nevertheless they have left theif imprint upon our minds and 
have influenced our lives for weal or for woe. 

It not infrequently happens that a short, sharp lesson is learned never 
to be forgotten from some one brief experience. Something enters our 
lives,—it may be a great sorrow or a great joy,—-which then and there 
alters the whole course of our lives, On the other hand, it is often the case 
that in order that a lesson may be effectively learned, the experience which 
is teaching it may be greatly prolonged in order that it may be impressed 
upon us ih the way that is necessary. And while individuals may learn al 
lésson from “some experience very quickly, it is usually a much slower: pro- 
cess for communities and nations to so learn ang profit by experience.

tinuing into its fifth or sixth year. Some people, no doubt, learned valuable 
lessons from it during the first twelve-month of its duration; others have 
learned as the months and years have gone by. Communities and nations 
have learned some lessons, and some have, of course, learned more and 
faster than others. All are still learning; learning perhaps a little more 
thoroughly now than they were two and three years ago. But it is quite 
evident that the nations have not yet grasped, or at any rate accepted, the 
great truths which the Great Depression has been teaching any more than 
they grasped, or accepted, the great truths which the Great War should 
have impressed upon all mankind. 

Possibly it is because man has not yet learned the lessons, or at least 
accepted the teachings of the existing depressed economic state, that the 
depression is so greatly prolonged and still continues. There are certain 
lessons which the nations of mankind must learn, and not only learn but put 
their learning and knowledge into practical effect, before the depression 
will be overcome. The longer the depression continues the more forcibly it 
is teaching those lessons. - They are lessons being learned through a bitter 
experience, but it is the, stupidity and unwillingness of man to learn obvious 
lessons ‘that is prolonging that bitter experienee. 

The four years of death, horror, suffering and destruction of the Great 
War, together with its aftermath of trouble and losses, of which the -pres- 
ent. chaotic economic and financial situation is a part, have not taught the 
nations the utter futility of war. Surely they appreciate the teachings of 
the Great War and its outcome, but they absolutely will not take the lesson 
to themselves, with the result that the world is trembling to-day on the 
very brink of another terrible war. 

But while the nations may thus be much slower than individuals to 
learn lessons they should learn and profit by, people in all countries are 
learning and in time their thoughts and their influence will direct the 
nations. It is, of course, much more difficult to bring a whole group or 
nation to accept a great truth as the result of experience than it is to get 
a few individuals to accept it. Individuals are now in ever increasing 
numbers learning valuable lessons as a result of the experiences through 
which they are passing,—lessons which will not be easily forgotten but which 
will leave their impress on several generations to come. It will take time 
to translate their views into community and national life and action. That 
evolutionary process, nevertheless, is under way. 

It is inevitable, too, that out of the experiences of a transition period 
such as the present, many ideas and theories will be advanced in all sin- 
cerity and seriousness as the solution of existing ills. It has always been 
so in all transition periods in the world’s history, and it will probably con- 
tinue to be so at all times of marked change. The mental processes of peo- 
ple are quickened by the experiences through which they are passing, but 
in numerous cases this merely results in the adoption of faddist or extreme 
ideas, and these, advanced as cure-alls for existing ills, are, generally speak- 
ing; mutually destructive the one of the other. 

Clear thinking, therefore, is one of the most essential requirements in 
times like the present. Our experiences should teach us not to act hastily. 
They should recall to us that we made great mistakes in the mounting days 
of prosperity, and they should put us on guard against committing other 
and equally great mistakes under the influence of a great depression. It 


is never wise to reach definite and far-reaching decisions beyond recall when . 


we are either on the mountain peaks or at the bottom of the deep valleys. 
In a word, in the school of experience we should learn that it is most 
important, vitally so, that we order and contro] our thinking powers, and 


that, while there is no short cut to betterment and perfection, betterment 
can be obtained by practical, united effort, while what now may be regarded 
as idea} will, if and when realized, prove to be but a stepping stone to a 
still nobler ideal.

Last week a Nazi court 
sentenced her to fifteen months in 
jail for writing ‘‘false reports.” 

Incautiously one Edith Held, 25, a 
salesgirl, mentioned that she knew 
the inmates of a certain Nazi con- 
centration camp were “mistreated.” 
Last week she got nine months,

fund supposed to total 780,000,000 
marks ($293,000,000), one Elise 
Lucas, 62, a language teacher, said 
to supposed friends: “That would 
have meant 150 marks ($56) for 
every unemployed German instead 
of the few pennies and some _ pota. 
toes a few people got. It’s cheat- 
ing the people, that what it is.” Last 
week she got six months. 

Of the Nazi-spree April 1 cele- 
brating the anti-Jewish boycott, one 
Eduard Salamo, 51, vegetable peddler 
remarked that he saw storm troopers 
kill several Jews in Leipzig. Last 
week he got eight months.—Time.
